The People of Dingley, Tfreland, Interce;t 
Eviction Officials. 

Drevin, February 16.—A conflict occurred 
today between a force of police on their way 
to execut* a number of eviction orders and a 
part of the population of Dingley, a seaport 
townin county Kerry. The people barricaded 
the roats;: in some instances building stone 
walls across them. The police were at first 
driven away and compelied to retreat. They 
reformed and then charged with batons and 
clubbed rifles upon the populace, compelling 
them, after @ severe r suggle, to give way. A 
number of men andwomen were injured. 

The corporation of Belfast has awarded 
$5,511 compensation for damages inflicted in the 
recent riots in that city. At Abbyfeale seven 
farmers and two women have been committed 
for trial for throwing scalding water upon 
sheriffs who were endeavoring to effect evic- 
ii.ns. At Kilmarney ten starving laborers, 
heaced by the parish priest, appeared before 
the board of guardians and prayed for work or 
relief. The board resolved to apply to the 
government for assistance, and subscribed for 
meal forthe sufferers, At Youghal 150 chil- 
dren left schoolina body singing ‘‘God Save 
lre!and,” because of the presence of two chil- 
dren whose father is an emergency man.

THE NARROW ESCAPE OF THE 
FAMOUS VETO. : 


Some Glimpses at the Presidential Treadmill—The 
Hardest Worked Servantof the Governmeat— 
Fivying to Red Top for Refuge—Senetor 
Morgan’s Remarkable Gifts, E c. 


WASHINGTON, February 16.—[Special. }|—The 
presidential veto of the pauper pension bill had 
‘‘a close shave.” Had it reached the house 
forty-five minutes later the bill would have 
been beyond the reach of the executive power, 
and would have become a law by the expira- 
tion of the constitutional ten days limit. At 
four o’clock and forty-five minuteson the af- 
ternoen of January Sist this bill, which pro- 
posed the appropriation of many millions and 
the adoption of a new policy as to pensions was 
delivered to the president by the chairman of 
the house com mittee on enrclled bills. It was 
expected that a measure involving such an 
enormous. expenditure and such grave ques- 
tions of national policy would receive most de- 
liberate consideration. It would, of itself, have 
furnished a good ten days’ work for the presi- 
dent. Mavy first-rate lawyers would ask 
fully that period of time to prepare 
an opinion on an important 
private suit. The president's situation in this 
instance will give some idea of the enormous 
strain which is imposed by that high office 
upon all the powers of its occupant. lew men 
in the United States work as hard as the presi- 
dent does during the sessions of congress. A 
statute protects all other servants of the gov- 
ernment from more than eight hour’s labora 
day. I suppose President Cleveland has been 
actually at work every day of this session on 
an average of tenhours a day. The mental 
avd physical burden of the presidency in these 
days is beyond the comprehension of those 
who have not had an opportunity to see just 
what the executive must do to fill the measure 
of his duty.

REMARKABLE VETO 

until the last day of the time allotted him. 
From the moment the doors of 
tire white house swing open 
in the mofning at ten o’clock uutil they are 
partially closed at two, the president is be- 
sieged by all classes of people.

There 
is a constant rush of delegations ofall sorts, 
and of curious excursionists who want to “take 
in’ the president asone ofthe sights of the 
capital. After two any member of congress or 
any head of agovernment bureau or any for- 
eign minister can call, and often the executive 
ollice is the scene of business until midnight.

TEN NEW CRUISERS. 


The Senate Passes the Navy Bill—The Texas 
Qutraze Investigation. 

WAasHINGTON, February 16.—The presiding 
efiicer iaid before the senate “what purported 
to be” the credentials of David Turpie, elected 
senator from the state of Indiana for six years 
commencing March 4, 1887. The certificate is 
signed by the governor, whose signature is cer- 
tified by the secretary of state. Referred, on 
motion of Mr. Hoar, to the committee on 
privileges and elections. 

Mr. McMillan, from the committee on com- 
merce, re back the house, river and har- 
bor bills, with amendments and gave notice 
that he would move to take it up to-morrow 
after the morning hour. 

_ On motion of Mr. Evarts, the printing of 
the testimony being taken in the Texas inves- 
tigation was ordered. 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr.

Mr. Coke moved to amend the resolution by 
requiring notice of investigation to be given to 
those officials, and that witnesses may be sum- 
moned in their defense. He had no objection 
to this investigation, but he knew that the in- 
formation on which it was based was absolutely 
false. Allthatthere was in it wasthat some 
of the witnesses sumnfened to Washington were

The question was taken on the amendment 
offered yesterday by Mr. Hale, and it was 
adopted without division, 

Other amendments were adopted and the bill 
passed. It reads: 

The president is hereby authorized to have con 
structed, by contract, ten protected steel cruisars, 
with such armament for each as the navy (lepart 
ment may Geem suitable, each of the said vessels 
to have the maximum speed of not less than 
twenty knots over a measured mile, such 1 pen to 
be exhibited under such test, or tests, and condl- 
lions as the navy department may impose.

TIRED OF STRIKES. 


FROMINENT BUILDING FIRMSHOLD 
A MEETING. 


An Organization for Protection Against Labsr 
Unions—Committees Appointed on Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws—The Coal Handlers 
Abandon Taeir Strike—Otber News 


New York, February 16.—Nesriy 5300 repr >- 
sentatives of prominent firms engaged in dif- 
ferent branches of the building trades met this 
afternoon at the headquarters of the Master 
Painter's association im this city. Architect 
Charles Bulk presided. Mr. Bulk gtated the 
object of the meeting to be to form a building 
employer's protective federation for the protec. 
tion of employers in every branch of building 
trades against the unjust demands and restric 
tions of labor unions. He said the step had 
been contemplated some time by employers 
who were out of patience with the many 
strikes which have seriously hampered build- 
ing operations in this city. A committee 
appointed for that purpose had 
drafted a report giving the 


grievances of employere,which was accepted at 


4 previous mecting and issued in the form of a 
published address with a request to employers 
to take part in the proposed organization. Over 
three hundred answers had been received from 
firms desirous of joining. 

lie concluded by suggesting that employers 
organize in trade sections and elect represent- 
atives to a central executive committee to take 
charge of all matters pertaining to the trades. 
The suggestion owas not considered, 
but a committee on organization was appointed 
to draft a constitution and by-laws. The com- 
mittee as appointed represented the foliowing 
trades: Painters, carpenters, iron workers, 
framers, plumbers, architects, roofers, builders, 
heating, plasterers, gas fixtures, clevater 
makers, marble workers, electricians, plumbers’ 
materials, and blue stone cutters. The stone 
setters refused to join. - 

The meeting then adjourned, subject to a call 
of the committee. 


SCENES ON THE PIERS.

A Master Workman Snubbed—Applications 
for Work, 

New YorK, February 16.—Master Workman 
Quinn, of district assembly 49, Knights of La- 
bor, called at the Mallory line pier today and 
told Charles Mallory that he had come to settle 
~ 7 epee on the pier, Mr. Mallory 
said : 

“We bave not had any trouble with our men 
and I know you never worked on this pier. 
and, therefore, I have no knowledge of you.” 

Mr. Mallory walked away and an officer es- 
corted ‘49's’ representative outside the gate. 
Some of the old hands are back at work 
on this dock and steamers are 
sailing on time. There is 
some trouble still to keep freight from accu- 
mulating on the Morgan dock, as the Italians 
have all been disposed of and the strikers have 
not been taken back. The company has of- 
fered the strikers work at 25 cents per hour 
per day work and 35 cents for night, but the 
men refused to accept any other rates than 40 
and 60 cents, as before the strike. The busy 
season is just commencing on the piers of deep 
sea going vessels, and this leads to the concla- 
sion that in a very short time mest of the 
strikers will be at work. 

Captain Bonter, of the Old Dominion line, 
Was waited upon by a deputation of strikers 
today, and asked on what terms he would take 
them back. They were told that an answer 
would be given this afternoon. 

The balance of the Italians on the Morgan 
line pier went out today. A number of negroes 
were puton, Many strikers have applied for 
work. The company has five boats in port 
waiting to be unloaded. 

In Brooklyn several non-union men were 
assaulted last night by strikers, and one was 
struck on the head with a stone. Several Ital- 
ians were also assaulted while returning from 
work. Several arrests were made. Many em- 
ployers refuse to take back the strikers, The 
police are still on duty.

Stones were thrown and 
sticks were freely used.

Blood Over the Lig: 
Three Incendiary Fires. 

Sioux City, Iowa, February 16.—This town 
isina state of great excitement, over the 
alarming number of incendiary fires and bur- 
giaries. which have ocenurred within a few 
nighte. The town is infested by a set of des- 
perate criminals, who have been attracted 
here bythe spirit of lawlessness, shown by a 
considerable class of the community. Night 
before lasta business block on Main street, 
was mysteriously burned. At the same time a 
dozen residences on the “hill,” were burgia- 
rized. Last night there were a dozen cases of 
house breaking further down town. 

Last evening at = o'clock, the town was 
alarmed by fire. The livery stables attached 
to the lowa house was burned to the ground. 
This house is kept by Frank Klepsch, one of 
the men interested in the saloon fight last 
summer. Huis place was enjoined and ordered 
abated. No special comment was excited by 
this fire, but whena second broke ont, haif 
hour later, there was much excitement and 
specniation. This was a large stable attached 
tothe Pianters house, kept by Henrys Mielki., 
another man whose place was alrated. Mie'ki 
and Kiepsch, both belong to the rebellious 
German saloon felement. Inthe second sts- 
ble, when a man entered to resene stock. the 
balters of horses were found to be cut. Poth 
fires were plainly incendiary. 

A third and very dangerons fire broke out 
suddenly in a large clothing house, within 
three doors of the Hubbard house, in the cen- 
tre of the city, at 11 o'clock last night. The 
entire property was destoyed, but a spread of 
the flames was prevented. Remarks are 
heard, on the streets that this is the work of 
prohibitioniets. (Others say the liquor men 
have done it to excite sympathy.

‘old citizen of this town yesterday, when re- 
ferring to the affair. “Several years ago they 
came here for school advantages, and Robert 
was then a green appearing, gawky boy, but in 
a very few years he lost all his awkward shy- 
ness, became enlightened and shot at his moth- 
er, or sister, or some member of the family.” 
And the kind hearted old gentleman looked 
away withan absent seriousness as though 
shooting at mothers was one of the tender 
growths following the enlightenment of youth.

Tom 
unconscious of, the trap _ set 
him, passed the spot where 
the would-be murderers lay concealed. At 
this instant the concealed parties ro from 
their hiding places and confron om Ar- 
mour. 
‘‘Are you not sorry you have met us?” one 
of the men asked. ‘‘Why?’ was the retort. 
Bill Posey repli.d by drawinga pistol. Tom 
Armour was unarmed and had two desperate 
men against him. He undertook to ride 
around the men, remarking that he did not 
want any difficulty. Paul grabbed at his 
mule’s bridle. That gave the animal fright 
and it turned completely in the road. Bill 
Posey by this time had his pistol 
LEVELED ON TOM, 
who put spurs to his mule and tried to get out 
of the way. Just as he started Paul Armour 
fired his pistol at Tom, the shot taking effect 
just above the waist band of his pants, on the 
left. side. The ball ranged along the last 
rib for five inches, and then lodged. After 
this act the two assassins left for parts unknown 
and Tom Armour went to the house of Mr. W. 
S. Mize, brother-in-law to Mr. C. D. McKie, of 
this city. Heasked Mr. Mizeto send for a 
docter as he was shot. He then walked into 
the heuse without saying anythlng more. 
Taking down Mize’s gun he started back. It 
happened that Mr. Mize had been out hunting 
Saturday evening, and had shot out all loaded 
shells. Mr. Mize, after some trouble prevailed 
on Armour tolie down when he sent after Dr. 
(Juillian. The doctor made an examination of 
the wound, and found it by no means serious, 
but had the ball not struck the rib and ranged 
around, the shot would have proved fatal. Mr. 
Armour at last accounts was doing well, 
although he has not as yet been moved from 
Mr. Mize’s house. Paul Armour and Bill Posey 
have both left the county it is thought and 
are still at large.

AN A NTA BOY IN PERIL OF HIS 


LIFE.

He Tells the Story of His Wanderings All Over the 
Country, and His Visit to Grifin—How He 
Met With His Victim, and Committod 
the Murder—The Proceedings, Bic. 


GRIFFIN, Ga., February 16.—[Special.}— 
When court convened ateight and a  haif 
o'clock this morning the courtroom ws 
already crowded with people interested in the 
trial of the case of thestate vs. E. W. Glenn, 
charged with the murder of J. J. Couch. 

The case was called promptly at 8:30 Sand 
both sides announced ready. The state was 
represented by Solicitor General Emmett Wa- 
mock, Judge John D. Stewart and E. W. Ham- 
mond. The defense was represented by Judge 
John I. Halland F.D. Dismuke. The jury 
was selected by eleven o'clock, and Judge 
Stewart opened the case in behalf of the state. 
The state then introduced two witnessesa, 
namely: Dr. R. H. Taylorand Captain Hart- 
nett. They testified as to the killing of Couch, 
when he was found, the direction the ball took 
in passing through the body and the confes- 
sion of Glenn tothe killing 
THE MOTHER OF THE DEAD MAN TESTIFIES. 

Mrs. Couch, the mother of J. J. Couch, want 
on the stand and testified to the killing 
of her son. She told of his coming 
home on the evening of the 
befcre he was killed from his week’s 
work; that he ate his supper, dressed and went 
uptown, that the next time she saw him he 
was “lying cold and dead on the sidewalk near 
the shooting gallery.” She said she never knew 
of her son carrying any pistol; that he did not 
have a pistol to her knowledge. 

E. W. Glenn, the defendant, went on the 
stand and made a statement. His manner was 
quiet and unaffected. His statement was full 
and made a good impression. 

He said he was born in Atlanta; that he 
lived in Fulton county and in Monroe county 
until he was.seventeen years did; at that age 
he went to Texas and lived there as a farm- 
hand for five months; he then went on the 
railroad where he worked awhile. He lived 
in Texas, Montana, Wyoming and other west- 
ern states until about a month before he came 
to Griffin, when he came back to Atlanta, 
where he has friends and rel- 
atives. The first of September, 
186, he came to Griffin and opened a shooting 
gallery. Thesecond orthird night after he 
opened his gallery, Couch came in and shot a 
few times. Glenn told of several disturbances 
that Couch had crea‘ed in his place of business; 
that*he had to call the policeman in to quiet 
him. On the nightof the killing Couch came 
in to the gallery ina drinking condition and 
asked to shoot. He was given a gun and shot 
a few times. Some little negroes came 
ip, attracted by the shooting, and 
Couch pointed the gun cocked at them and ran 
them out. Whileinthe gallery Couch took a 
flask of whisky from his pocket and took a 
drink. Couch finally, after much persuading, 
went outside, but continued to curse him. He 
then threw a rock at him, which he dodged. 
Couch then said ‘God damn you, I missed you 
then, but I will hit you this time,” and came 
up the steps with his hand in his hip pocket, 
and I shot him. 

STATE IN REBUTTAL. 

The state introduced S. G. Cunningham, a 
policeman, and proved that he had told Gleau 
that Couch was a quiet, peaceable man when 
sober; was noisy when drunk, but there was no 
danger in him. e had put him in the guard- 
house several timts for being drunk and noisy 
on the streets. 

R. F. M. Mann was introduced and testified 
to the confession of Glenn, that was madea few 
minutes after the killing, Glenn said: “I am 
the man who shot him;’ that Couch had 
thrown a rock at him which missed him, Couch 
then came up the steps with his hand on his 
pistol pocket, and said: “My brother killed a 
Creole, and I can kill you.” I then shot him. 
Mann said that he did not believe that Couch 
could have been on the steps when he was shot, 
from the position he was lying when found. 
Couch was turbulent when drinking; was 
peaceable Wheu suber. 

J.D. George—I went into Glenn’s shooting 
gallery about balf-past eleven o'clock. Couch 
and two other young men were in there shoo'- 
ing. Ina minute or two Couch hit the bulls- 
eye and rang the bel]. Couch was leaning over 
the counter; he had on a sack coat and it was 
pulled up and exhibited a bottle of whisky in 
his pistol pocket. Glenn reached over and took 
the bottle out of Couch’s pocket. I said: 
“Couch, you have beat him shooting; it is time 
to go home.” Couch said: “I think so, too.”’ 
Glenn said: “No: let’s shoot again.” I went 
out; Couch remained, 

GLENN GOES BACK ON THESTAND 
and said that he was never put on notice that 
‘Couch was not dangerous, Onthe contrary, 
he had been told to watch Couch, that he was 
mad with himand would hurt him. Mr. 
George’s statement is not true. I never took the 
bottle out of Couch’s pocket. 

B. F. Doe, policeman, testified that on Satur- 
day night before the killing, T. G. Manley, 8S. 
G. Cunningham and myselftold Glenn in re- 
sponse toan inquiry from Glenn as to what 
kind of aman Couch was, we told him he was 
troublesome when drinking, but he was not 
dangerous; that we had pout himin the guard- 
house frequently, but had never found a pistoi 
on him, hardly ever a pocket knife. . The state 
closed, the defence had nothing further 
and not having introduced any 
testimony, had the opening and 
conclusion before the jury. Colonel F. D. Dis- 
muke opened for the defense and had not con- 
cluded when court adjourned until tomorrow 
morning at half past eight o'clock. Judge 
Stewart and Solicitor-General Wamock will 
speak for the state, and Judge Hail will coa- 
clude for the defense, The courtroom has been 
packed with attentive listenersall day. I¢ is 
impcssible to formany ideaas to what the ver- 
dict will be. 

Glenn certainly thinks that he acted ia self- 
defense. He doeg not seem tobe uneasy, but 
is confident that the jury will acquit hin. 
Three of his relatives from Atlanta are with 
him,

Epitors ConstrruTion: Since Mr. Chap- 
man, internal reyenue agent, hasseen proper to 
lug my name into the papers, in connection with 
the difficulty between himself and Collector Cren- 
shaw, I desire to make this brief statement: I did 
make the surveys of W. L. Whaley and H. P. Strick- 
land & Co., in ‘Clayton county, which is out of my 
division. 

When I went to make the survey fer Mr. Whaley 
he had everything ready except his fermenters, 
andIthen gave him the proper directions by 
which to make them, telling him the survey could 
not be completed until they were made.

Some time afterwards, Il went to make the survey 
for H. P. Strickland & Co., and finding them not 
ready I returned, they promising to be ready in four 
or fiye days, at which time I went back, and found 
them scarcely ready then, but made the survey. 
On measuring the fermenters I found them about 
one inch too long, 4 ofaninch too wide and1% 
inches too high.

A short while after I made Whaley’s survey, he 
desired to increase his capacity, which requirei a 
new survey, and Mr. Crenshaw sent Deputy Cullec- 
tor Chisholm to make it and whil:} unning und r 
this survey it was ascertained that Mr. Whaley’s 
fermenters were an inch or so too long and too 
wide. As soon as | heard of it I informed Mr. 
Crenshaw, and he said he would‘send some deputy 
and baye them made right. 

Some time after Mr. Whaley increased his 
capacity, H. P. Strickland & Co. decreased theirs, 
and I made this survey... When I went there, I 
found aj] the fermenters full, and of course 
could not stay till they were emptied, and hence 
made the necessary calculation and instructed Mr. 
Stow, a store keeper and guager, to cut the fermen- 
ters down to sixincheslock each as fast as they were 
emptied, which I am informed he did. 

Now Ehave given my whole connection with 
the doings which Chapman briugs in as Saprnent 
for his a&Ssaulton Collector Crenshaw. s true 
that being pressed for time and the parties not 
being ready | did_trust,Mr. Whaley and Mr. Strick- 
land as above stated, who are as honorable as 
if I did wrong in trusting Whaley and 
Strickland. Chisolm, did wrong in not measuring 
Whaley’s fe:menters. But as to this, Chapman is 
conspicuously silent andis threatening to report 
Colector Cripshaw, charging him with official cor- 
ruption in removing Chisolm. It is clear to my 
mind that, had been a repub- 
lican appointed 'v Grant, Hayes 
or any other republican my name would not have 
been besaed into this matter. 

Chapman and I owe each other nothing person- 
ally, politically or otherwise, and if he has any 
charges to make against me let him get his crowd 
together and make them and I will meet them.

remarked; “The complainant alleges that

the word was calculated to bring into disre- 


pute his ability as alawyer. This is not 
enough. Something which should show tha‘ 
the word was meant to bring the plaintiff 
into contempt or charge him with crime was 
necessary. It must be conceded that to ca!l 
a person a ‘‘crank’’ is not objectionable. It is 
not a word which by its meaning in the Eng- 
lish language implies that a person has been 
guilty of a crime or exposes him to hatred, 
contempt, ridicule, or obloquy; or which 
would tend to injure him in his trade or pro- 
fession. It is not libel on a man who has 
entered the field of authorship to underrate 
his talents.’’ The judge quoted Carlyle as 
defining ‘‘crank’’ thus: ‘‘Some strange action 
caused by twisted judgment, caprice, whim, 
crotchet of vagary; subject to violent 
pranks,”’ 5 


The Ultimatum of the Whisky Ring. 


Brother Watterson appears to be of the 
Opinion that President Cleveland’s policy is 
calculated to destroy to some extent the har- 
mony that ought to exist in the democratic 
party; therefore our esteemed contemporary 
is pursuing the president with some very 
sbarp criticism, which he is pleased to term 
‘discussion. ’’ 

If the eyes of Brother Watterson were as 
wide open in regard to some other things as 
they are in regard to Mr. Cleveland’s atti- 
tude toward civil service reform, he would 
perceive at once that some of the democratic 
leaders who flourish around in the halls of 
congYess have done, and are doing, the party 
more hurt than all the real or sham civil 
service reform that could be invented and 
carried out in a thousand years. 

The civil service reform business interferes 
with the office-seekers to a greater or less 
extent, and is somewhat binding on the 
oflice-holders, but it doesn’t interfere with 
the great mass of democratic voters, who 
are not now, never have been, and never will 
be office seeking. 

These voters are not engaged in quarreling 
about the offices, and though they may feel, 
as the most of them «lo, that civil service re- 
form is a sham, but they know that the 
democratic party, and not Mr. Cleveland, is 
vaaias for the law. The president is sim- 
ply engaged in administering a law 
which democratic congressmen indorsed and 
voted for. . 

Moreover, there is another thing that may 
be said of Cleveland’s policy. If it is un- 
satisfactory to the party, the result of this 
dissatisfaction will be to destroy his chances 
for renomination. in such a Case, 
he is hurting himself, and not 
the party. If he pleases the 
democrats and the country, well and 
good; if not, he by no means destroys the 
harmony of the party. We are not discuss- 
ing now whether the president is pleasing or 
displeasing the party. Our own opinion is 
that he is strengthening himself and the 
party every day; but that is neither here 
nor there. The point we desire to make is, 
that if the president fails to please the party 
and the party managers, he is simply hurt- 
ing his own chances, while the party itself 

remains harmonious. 

On the other hand, when Mr. Carlisle, at 
the command of Mr. Morrison, informed the 
democratic revenue reformers that he would 
not permit them to make a motion for the 
repeal or modification of the internal revenue 
laws, he struck a blow at party harmony 
that may bring about the most serious re- 
sults. The attitude of Mr. Carlisle in pre- 
venting the report on the modification of the 
infamous internal revenue tax cannot be 
justified. Whenever he or any of his col- 
leagues announce that it is his intention to 
perpetuate this outrageous system, then 
they will have to retire from the demo- 
cratic party and form a party of their own. 
The tariff reform business is very important, 
no doubt, but it is no more important than 
the reform of the internal revenue system. 

When !Mr. Carlisle declares that a motion 
to secure the repeal or modification of the 
infamous system shall not be considered, he 
puts the country on notice that he and the 
agents of the whisky ring who act with him 
are perfectly willing to see the democratic 
party go to pieces.

But it is the helpless women and children 
who bear the heaviest burdens of these mad 
strikers, Wesympathize with the man who 
works for insufficient wages, but when he 
has others dependent upon him he must util- 
ize the bird in hand and not make random 
excursions into the bushes. No man who 
lives by his daily wages can afford to throw 
up a job until he has secured another. Itis 
nothing but rank folly to quit work and 
swagger about in the hope of getting bigger

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Trouble for Travelers. 

The interstate commerce bill appears to be 
troubling some of the railroad men. 

A recent interview with the assistant gen- 
eral passenger agent of a southern road 
threatens serious inconveniences to the trav- 
eling public. 

The official in question says that if nothing 
further develops his road will fall back on 
the old plan, and sell nothing but local tick- 
ets at local rates, He hopes to avoid the 
threatened trouble, but says that, until the 
roads feel safe under the new law, they will 
not sell emigrant, second class or excursion 
tickets. Roadsrunning through several states 
will have to establish offices on the state 
lines, and trains will stop at them to enable 
passengers to procure tickets. At the end 
of each road tickets will have to be obtained. 
A traveler going from Atlanta to New York 
over some of the lines would have to pur- 
chase six or seven different tickets. This 
would be troublesome and expensive. 

It is but fair to say that the railroad offi- 
cial who suggests these complications ex- 
presses the hope that a wise and liberal con- 
struction of the law may enable the apparent 
difficulties to be overcome,

ARE THE WINEROOMS BARROOMS 


Judge Van Epps Answers That They Are—-A 
Wineroom Keeper is Convicted and Fined 
One Thousand Dollars—-No Wine to 
be Drunk on’the Premises Hereafter 


An extraordinary important ‘test case of the 
Atlanta prohibition laws was decided in the city 
court yesterday. 

It was a case against J. C. Beiser, who conducts a 
wineroom at No. 216 Decatur street. Some weeks 
ago it was reported that Beiser permitted wine 
purchased in the room tobe drunk on the prem- 
ises, andthe authorities worked up a case against 
him. 

The grand jury of the Fulton county superior 
court took the matterin hand and made a special 
presentment, inthe form ofa bill of indietment 
against Beiser, charging him with a violation of 
the prohibition laws. The case was transferred 
from the stperior court to the city court of Atlan- 
ta,and Judge Van Epps set it for trial yesterday. 

A large crowd of prohibitionists and anti-prohi- 
bitionists were in the courtroom to watch the pro- 
ceedings. The case was regarded by both sides as 
one of the most important andinteresting yet tried, 
and its progress was watched with intense concern 
by all. 

The defendant and his counsel, Mr. R. B. Barnes, 
were present when the court opened, at 9 o’clock, 
and Solicitor Glenn was also in his place. Both 
sides expressed their readiness to proceed with 
the case. 

The work of empaneling a jury did not take 
long. and the prosecution immediately began in- 
troducing testimony. The evidence adduced 
clearly showed that the defendant conducted the 
general business of a wineroom, running in con- 
nection therewith a iittle restaurant, a lunch 
counter, and that wines were sometimes soid by the 
drink to persons standing at the counter, or by the 
bottie, which was served to persons in glasses an 
at tables provided for their convenience and com- 
fort in drinkmg. 

THE COURTS CHARGE. 

In his charge to the jury, Judge Van Epps said : 

The jury is instructed that the law is that it is 
unlawful for any person within the limits of Ful- 
ton county to sell or barter for valuable considera- 
tion, either directly or indirectly, or give away to 
induce trade at any place of business, or furnish at 
other public places any alcoholic, spirituous, malt 
or intoxicating liquors, or intoxicating bitters, or 
other drinks which if drank to excess, will pro- 
duce intoxication. 

The manufacture, sale and use of domestic wines 
or cider, or the sale of wines for sacramental pur- 

ses, are not prohibited by this law: provided 
such wines or cider are not sold in barrooms Sby 
retail. 

If domestic wines or cider are sold in barrooms 
by retail, it isa misdemeanor,and subjects the per- 
son so selling such artic.es, on conviction, to pun- 
isbment. 

The exrpession ‘‘domestic wines,’’ as used in 
this connection, means any liquid, the product of 
the fermented juice of the grape, or wine, the pro- 
duct of other fruit, which it drank to excess, will 

sroduce intoxication, manufactured within the 
fimits of this state, or within the limits of any state 
or territory of the United States. 

The expression ‘‘barrooms,’* as used in this con- 
nection, means aby store, shop, room, hut, booth 
or arbor, or other place occupied in the business, 
and applied to the use of selling therein any wines 
or spirituous, or alcoholic, or malt liquors which 
are intended to be consumed, and which are cus- 
tomarily or frequently consumed on the premises 
where sold. 

The expression ‘‘by retail’ as used in this con- 
nection means the sale of wines or liquors of the 
character mentioned, in any quantity, whether b 
the drink. or quart, or gallon where it is intended 
by both seller and buyer that the quantity of such 
liquor sold shall be drunk on the premises, and 
not conveyed away by the purchaser in the 
packages in which it jas sold, but consumed when 
sold. 

And in this case, if you believe from the evidence, 
that this defendant did in this county, on the day 
mentioned in the accusation, or any other day be- 
tween the Ist day of July, 1886, and the date of the 
affidaviton which this accusation is predicated 
sell domestic wine, that is wine the fermented 
juice of the grape, or wine the product of other 
fruit which if drank to excess will pro- 
duce intoxication, manutactured any- 
where within the limits of the United States, and 
that he sold itin a barroom, that is in a place oc- 
cupied for and used in the business of selling alco- 
holie, spirituous, malt or vinous liquors, or either 
of them, to be consumed on the premises wheresold, 
and that he told it in any quantity, whether by the 
drink or by the bottle, under circumstances where 
he, as well as the purchaser, jntended that itshould 
not be taken away in the bottles, glasses or other 
packagesin which it wassold, but was drank bythe 
purchaser in the place where sold, and you believe 
all of these facts beyond a reasonable doubt, then 
the — is guilty, and you should so find your 
verdict. 

If any one of these facts have not been estab- 
lished to your satisfaction, or if you entertain a 
reasonable doubt asto the truth of any one of them, 
you should give the benefit of the doubt to the de- 
fendant, and in either case you should acquit him. 

If a clerk, agent or servant ot the defendant, 
employed in the business conducted by him, solid 
domestic wines in the manner mantioned—that is 
in a barroom by retail — and this was done with 
the defendant’s knowledge and rs the 
defendant would be equally liable as if he had 
himself, in his own person, conducted the sales. 

If an agentor servant of the defendant solla 
drink of wine toa purchaser who paid ten cents 
therefor and drank the same on the premises, and 
the defendant was present and knew of the trans- 
action, or if he was absent, but the sale was made 
by his permission, the defendant would be equally 
liable as if he had sold it himself. 

If the defendant himself, or any agent or servant 
in his employment, by his permission or with his 
knowledge and acquiescence, sold domestic wine 
by the bottle or by the drink to be drunk on the 
premises, and the purchaser drank tne same on the 
defendant’s premises, in which the same was sold 
either by himself or in company with others whom 
he invited to drink with him whilst standing ata 
counter or sitting at a table therein an: in glasses 
furnished for the purpose, the defendant would be 
guilty, and it would be your duty so to find by your 
verdict, 

And it would make no (ifference, in this state of 
the case, if the purchaser bought and paid fora 
bottle of wine if it was intended by both seller and 

urchaser to be drank on the premises, and was so 
rank in glasses and at tables, furnished by those 
in control of the room where the sale was made, 

The law makes no distinction between sales of 
wine by retail whether directly or indirectly con- 
ducted. Itadmitsof no subterfuges or evasions, 
but goes to the substance and truth of every trans- 
action. Ifa house is used for the sale of wise, and 
persons who buy it are permitted to tipple therein 
with it when bought, that is to drink it on the 
premises, and by the aid of conveniences ‘and ap- 
pens designed for their accommodation, it is a 
9ar-roorn ; and ifin such a place wine bought by 
the bottle is consumed by the drink, it isasale of 
wine by retail.

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If any eating house or restaurant is open and 
conducted in a wine room, the fact that it is a wine 
room is not relieved by such other business con- 
ducted there in the same place, and if wine is soid 
therein for consumption on the premises, and is 
there consumed by the purchaser, whether eating 
or not, such wine is wine, sold by retailin a bar: 
room, and the sale under such circumstances is ob- 
noxious to the provisions by the statute. 

If a general business of a wine room is being 
conducted for the general sale of wines, a restan- 
rant or eating house conducted in the same room 
in which wines are sold for consumption on the 
premises, will not relieve the place from the char- 
acter of being a bar-room. 

CHARGING THE LAW. 

The court here proceeded to charge the law 
which made for the ac: ro of the defendant to 
be openee by the jury if they found the facts to be 
as insisted by him. 

Judge Van Epps then poogsetes to lay down the 
law as to the weight of the testimony, reasonable 
doubts, presumption of innocence, ete., and con- 
clr ded as follows:

Jersey Central, Reading, Union 
Pacific and Richmond and West Point monopolized 
a large proportion of the day’s transactions and all 
of the interest taken inspeculation. The only out- 
side influence in the market was small purchasing 
for Londonaccount. Jersey Central was the spe- 
cial feature, 10,000 shares of borrowed stock being 
called in and an influential brokerage house had 
a large block transferred to their name, which 
caused a rush of shortsin thatstock to cover. A 
material advance was established and maintained 
tothe close. Union Pacific was again conspicu- 
ously weak and was joined by Rieéhmond and West 
Point. Both of these stocks, however, steadied 
la‘einthe day. The disposition of foreigners to 
buy made a strong opening this morning, and ad- 
vances over Jast evening’s closing prices ranged up 
to % per cent. Trading wasextremely dull, but 
the covering of shorts established slight advances 
during the forenoon. These were afterwards lost, 
but fluctuations were so small that the market was 
entirely without character, was very dull andabout 
steady at insignificant changes from the opening 
prices, The total sales were only 157,000 shares.

AN EAST TENNESSBE WATCHMAN 
RUNS AFOUL A CAR-BREAKER. 


And Fires st Him Three Times—The Third Balls 
Takes Effect and Makesa Wound Which Lets 
Out the Blood—The Wounded Man Makes 
His Escape—Marks of Blood, Ete. 


“Stop there, or takea taste of this lead!” 
yelled Watchman Wylie to a car-breaker in the 
East Tennessee railroad yard about one o’clock 
yesterday morning, and immediately after the 
watchman’s challenge was uttered three pistol 
shots rang out in the still night air, and with 
the shots care a horrible, terrible yell, full of 
pain. 

Watchman Wylieisa small man, with an 
abundance of activity and plenty of pluck. He 
is night guardin the East Tennessee yards 
near the Kast Tennessee shops, in the south- 
western poition of thecity, and isa man 
who gives his entire time and 
bis duties. For 
several nights past he has noticed men skulk- 
ing about in the yard, but when he attempted to 
approach them, or called upon them to stop, 
they always managed to escape by darting 
under the cars or dodging out of sight. 
Two or three nights ago a car 
was robbed in the Georgia Pacific 
yard, and when Mr. Wylie heard

of vigilanee. Night before last svuon after he 
went on duty he made two or three excursions 
through the entire yards, locating the open- 
ings betw een the cars and familiarizing him- 
| self with the situation of the trains for the

hail, but their presence did not lessen the 
watchman’'s determination to keep up a careful 
lookout. 

About one o'clock in the niglit. Mr. Wylie 
passed up one side of a long freight train, and 
when about half way the train crawled under. 
As he raised up he saw a man standing beside 
aecardoorabout four carsaway. apparently 
 canen with the lock on thedoor. The 
watchman instantly suspected that the man 
was trying to break into the car, and as quick- 
ly decided to attempt to arrest him. He knew

Mr. Wylie 
instantly pressed his finger agaiust the trigger 
and, as the report rang out, darted after the 
fugitive. For a second the smoke hid from 
his view the man at whom he had fired, but 
the instant the smoke cleared away the man 
could be plainly seen. . The watchman cocked 
the pistol again again as he ran and called out: 

“Stop, or I'll fire again.” 

The second command was disregarded, and 
ina seeond the watchman sent another bullet 
flying through the air after the suspected car- 
breaker. When the smoke cleared away again 
the man was still upon his feet moving. but 
the race had been in favorjof the watchman, 
who bad gained quite a distance. Seeing that 
he had closes the space enough to guarantee a 
geod shot Mr. Wylie came to a halt, and taking 
the best aim the darkness of the hour would 
permit, pulled the trigger for the 
third time. Almost before the 
report had died away a terrible yell greeted 
the watchman’s ear and a_ second later he saw

and instantly fall again. Believing that he 
bad winged his game the watehman put his 
pistol away and started forward, but before 
he had taken two steps the man was upon his 
feet again and running for life. The watch- 
man again gave chase, but not being willing to 
leave his yard unprotected abandoned it after 
he had gone some distance. 

After abandoning the chase the watchman 
returned to the spot where the fugitive had 
fallen, and by the aid of matches found quite 
a pool of blood upon the ground. This satis- 
fiei Mr. Wylie that he had puta piece of lead

The Time Specified by Law Wherein These { 


Officers Shall File Their Bonds. 

Section 154 of the code of Georgia epecificial- 
ly states that all bonds of tax collectors ani re- 
ceivers shall be filed with the governor within 
forty days after the day of election for exam'- 
nation and approval,and the offices of those 
failing to comply with the law shail be de- 
clared vacant and anew election held. Tais 

year the return of bonds have been unusnally 
laade, Quite alarge number of counties have 
not yet been heard from. In a great many 
cases of this kind the fault lies with the ordi- 
naries, as it appears that in several counties 
the bonds were filed with this functionary, the 
seal of his office attached and then carelessly 
laid away. As an example, the bonds 
of the tax collector and receiver of Fulton 
county, were approved by OrJinary Calhoun, 
abcut the middle of Jast month, end ther hive 
not yet been filed with the attoruey general, 
the clerk of the county commissiouers having 
them locked up in his desk. Another in- 
stance is that of Oconee county, the ordinary 
of which held back the bonds for over two 
weeks, 

~The eleetion of tax collectors and receivers 
took place on the 5th of January last, and the 
time allowed these officers wherein to file 
their bonds expired on the 11th of this month. 
Following is a list of counties whose bonds 
were received within the last two days, accep- 
ted by Governor Gordon and ordered filed, it 
being shown that the ordinarics were solely at 
fault for not sending the bonds in earlier:
